

On October 15, in ceremonies sponsored by the Historical Society, three additional portraits of mayors of 
Carbondale were unveiled in City Council Chambers at the conclusion of the October meeting of City Council. 
These portraits will become a part of the permanent exhibition of mayors’ portraits in Council Chambers. The 
exhibition curator is Joseph Pascoe, the treasurer of the Historical Society.

Baptist Church as a Christmas gift to the community as a whole. Refreshments were served following the
